en there’s a parade going on in

“I kept talking to my daughter on cell 
phone when I was at the store last night, and 
she kept saying that everything had to be 
orange,” he said, referring to the class colors. 
“It wasn’t until I was walking up to the truck 
today that I realized I could have used some 
jumpsuits from the jail or something.” 

In addition to the pink and orange Top 
Gun floats of the freshmen and sophomores 
respectively, the school’s juniors chose a ’50s 
theme, while the seniors went with a tie-died 
’60s motif, which were both followed by 
similarly decorated hot rods. 

Even as the parade slowed to a halt down 
the road at the edge of Fred Austin field the 
celebration itself rolled on.

Ukiah CCC 
helping on 

fire lines, in 
base camps

Members of the Ukiah branch of the 
California Conservation Corps have 
joined more than 450 CCC members 
working in Southern California to aid 
firefighting efforts. 

“Emergency response is part of our 
mission,” said CCC Director David 
Muraki. “We’ll go wherever they need 
us.” 

Thirty-five crews are providing ini- 
tial attack on fire lines as well as pro- 
viding fire camp support for fires in 
Los Angeles, Orange, San Bernardino 
and San Diego counties. Additional 
CCC members may be called up in the 
coming days. 

Muraki said crews may also stay in 
the area once the fires are out to help 
with recovery efforts. The CCC did 
similar work this summer following the 
Angora Fire in the Lake Tahoe area in 
June. Work could include debris 
removal, erosion control and revegeta- 
tion efforts. 

In addition to Ukiah, CCC crews 
have traveled from Pomona, Redding, 
Watsonville, Norwalk and Auburn 
counties, among others. 

CCC members join Mendocino 
County firefighters and Red Cross vol- 
unteers in helping with the firefighting 
effort in Southern California. 

Nine fires are still burning, from 
north of Santa Clara to the U.S.- 
Mexico border.

DELBERT LEROY PHELPS 
June 30, 1930 - 
October 24, 2007 

Retired Redwood Valley 
Fire Department 
Fire Chief Delbert Phelps 
passed away on 
Tuesday, October 24, 2007 
at UVMC. 

He was born in 
Redwood Valley in a house 
across the street where the 
“Delbert Phelps 
Firehouse” stands. He 
attended grade school 
in Redwood Valley and 
graduated from Ukiah 
High School in 1948. 

Delbert spent a total of 
64 years dedicated to 
his love of fire fighting. He 
began going to 
fires in 1943 at the age of 
13. At that time up 
until 1953 everyone in the 
valley was more or 
less a volunteer fireman. 
In 1944 he began 
working for the California 
Dept. of Forestry for 
a year when they raised 
the age limit for em- 
ployment and he resigned 
but then resumed 
dedicating more time as a 
volunteer with the 
Redwood Valley Fire Dept. 
until 1945. 1946 
thru 1947 he was a fire 
fighter for C.D.F. 1948 

Thru 1949 a fire truck 
driver for CFD. 1950 
thru 1952 C.D.F. Fire 
Crew Foreman. In 
1953 the year the Redwood 
Valley-Calpella 
Volunteer Firemen orga- 
nized, he became a 
charter member. He was 
appointed Fire Cap- 
tain and Training Officer 
in 1959. In 1977 Del- 
bert was appointed 
Assistant Chief of the vol- 
unteers and continued as 
Training Officer. 

In 1977 he received 
State of California 
Teaching Credentials-Fire 
Science. On Ma 
19, 1978 he completed 25 
years of service for 
the Masonite Corporation 
at which time he re- 
tired from Masonite. He 
owned, along with his 
wife Jeannie, Phelp’s Fire 
Extinguisher Serv- 
ice for 25 years. 

February 1978 he was 
appointed paid Assis- 
tant Fire Chief of the 
RVFD and was appoint- 
ed paid Fire Chief in July 
1978 and held that 
title until October 1, 1995 
when he retired. 

From Oct. 1, 1989 until 
May 1, 1993 his son David 
Phelps was his Assistant 
Chief and for 13 of those 


years his son-in- 


law Ken Wilson was a vol- 
unteer. 

In 2005 Delbert was 
honored and surprised 
that the Redwood Valley 
Firehouse was dedi- 
cated and named “The 
Delbert Phelps Fire- 
house.” 6 months after 
retiring he was diag- 
nosed with cancer and 
fought a strong coura- 
geous battle for eleven 
years and six months. 

During his retired 
years, Jeannie and he took 
cruises to Alaska and did 
other traveling as well. 

He and Jeannie would 
have celebrated their 
59th wedding anniversary 
on November 30 of 
this year. 

Delbert is survived by 
Jeannie, Redwood Val- 
ley, his daughter Linda 
Phelps-Wilson and 
husband Ken, son David 
Phelps and wife Sue 
also of Redwood Valley. 
Grandchildren Emily 
Wilson of Redwood Valley, 
Christian Wilson (current- 
ly serving in Afganistan 
with U.S. Army) 
and wife Brenda of Hutto, 
Texas, Paige Allen 
of Napa, Catina Haugen 
and husband Jeff of 
Petaluma and Amy 
Binkley and husband 
Brian of Redwood Valley.

Church prides itself 


on accepting attitude

DANVILLE -- Peace 
Lutheran Church is breaking 
stereotypes people may have 
of religion by choosing to be 
free-thinking and open-mind- 
ed. 

Sometimes controversial 
topics relating to religion 
such as homosexuality, sci- 
ence and tolerance toward 
other faiths are anything but 
taboo here. 

“We don't fit inside some 
sort of category and have no 
interest in doing that,” said 
the Rev. Steve Harms, senior 
pastor. 

Peace Lutheran, which is 
celebrating its 50th year, is a 
Reconciling in Christ 
Congregation. The designa- 
tion means they have 
affirmed participation of gay 
and lesbian people -- some- 
thing that is not sanctioned 
by the Lutheran church as an 
organization, but is allowed 
by individual churches. 

Located a block away from 
the upscale Blackhawk Plaza 
shopping center, the church is 
known through the San 
Ramon Valley for organizing 
meetings with congregations 
of many faiths. And Peace 
Lutheran doesn't shy away 
from discussing the comple- 
mentary -- not separate -- 
ways of science and religion. 

“The deeper we go in the 
practice ... the greater the 
need becomes to welcome 
others,” said Harms, who has 
been the church's pastor for 
18 years. 

This openness has received 
a mixed response in the com- 
munity and is not “automati- 
cally welcomed,” Harms said. 

But Peace Lutheran's con- 


families -- has adopted a will- 
ingness to adapt to change, he 
said. 

Going back 50 years, 
Peace Lutheran got its start 
when a single Lutheran con- 
gregation split into two -- the 
All Saints and the Immanuel 
congregations. 

Immanuel's first church 
was dedicated in 1957 and 
was located in the downtown 
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mindedness of both congre- 
gations, they merged to share 
Immanuel's church in 1988 as 
Peace Lutheran, Harms said. 
The church moved to its 
current 2 1/2-acre site along 
Camino Tassajara in 1999. 
What was then an open field 
now features a sanctuary, 
office, youth room and an 
educational wing rented out 
by a preschool during the 
week. Peace Lutheran also 


labyrinth, a walking medita- 
tion tool. 

“Tt is amazing to see how 
the congregation has grown 
in spiritual wisdom and 
depth,” Harms said. “It's 
filled with people who really 
care.” 

For its 50th anniversary, 
the church has undertaken a 
commemorative art mosaic 
project in conjunction with 
churches of multiple faiths -- 
Judaism, Buddhism, Islam, 
Hinduism and more. 

The 13-by-14-foot mosaic 
is expected to be finished 
next month and features such 
spiritual symbols as a dove, a 
yin-yang, a lotus flower and 
even a feather to represent 
American Indian spirituality. 
It will be hung on the outer 
wall of the sanctuary facing 
the labyrinth. 

Another thing Peace 
Lutheran is recognized for is 
its Jazz at Peace series, now 
in its third year. The church 
invites musicians to play jazz 
music once a month and the 
concerts are open to the pub- 
lic. The next event features 
the Dave Rocha Quartet on 
Nov. 11. 

Another upcoming event 
part of the 50th anniversary 
celebration is a talk by Ted 
Peters and Robert Russell 
called “Must Science be 
Atheistic?” The science and 
religion symposium will be 
held at 4 p.m. Sunday, Oct. 
28.

Court discards 
due process 


In an inspiring profile of unjustly neglected 
Supreme Court Justice Wiley Rutledge ("Mr. 
Justice," a 1956 collection of Court tributes), 
Supreme Court Justice John Paul Stevens (a 
former Rutledge clerk) quoted Rutledge say- 
ing there is no greater protection "against 
unbridled power than due process of law." But 
on Oct. 9, Stevens was silent when the Bush 
administration again used the "state secrets" 
privilege to prevent a case from even being 
heard in this land of liberty. 

Appealing to our court of finality, a 
German citizen, Khaled el-Masri, was asking 
for damages after having been abducted by 
the CIA in 2004 to a secret prison in 
Afghanistan, where he was beaten and tor- 
tured repeatedly for five months. He was sud- 
denly released because, as German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel says Condoleezza 
Rice told her, the CIA had kidnapped the 
wrong man as a suspected terrorist. (We 
haven't even said we're sorry.) 

El-Masri's ordeal, from which he has far 
from recovered psychologically, is widely 
known in Europe and elsewhere in the world 
-- and has further shamed the United States 
for its CIA "renditions," again recently 
approved by the president. 

Yet, when the American Civil Liberties 
Union took el-Masri's case to the Supreme 
Court, not even the four justices necessary to 
have his case reviewed, including Stevens, 
said a word. Our highest court bowed low to 
the Bush administration's invoking the "state 
secrets" privilege. It warned this land's nation- 
al security would be compromised by any rev- 
elations of why and how the CIA, under 
authorization of the president, had been 
responsible for el-Masri's current commit- 
ment to a psychiatric institution in Germany. 

Solicitor General Paul Clement, in the gov- 
ernment's brief to the Supreme Court, insisted 
that American officials have never revealed 
the super-secret ways in which CIA agents 
plan and conduct these renditions. But I have 
hundreds of documented pages detailing those 
methods from reports by human rights organi- 
zations and such heavily footnoted books as 
Stephen Grey's "Ghost Plane: "The True Story 
of the CIA Torture Program" (St. Martin's 
Press, 2006). 

There are also specific accounts by victims 
of this American way of torture and an extra- 
ordinarily detailed report on CIA secret pris- 
ons in Europe -- also part of our torture pro- 
gram -- by the Council of Europe. Its author, 
Swiss senator Dick Marty, was helped -- 
Reuters reported on July 17 -- by cooperation 
from dissenting CIA officers. 

As the ACLU told the Supreme Court in its 
brief in the el-Masri case: "The government 
cannot legitimately keep secret what is 
already widely known." 

The present administration has closed our 
courtroom doors, in lower courts as well as 
the Supreme Court, 39 times since 2001 with 
the "state secrets" barrier -- more than double 
the average in the past 24 years. There have 
been forced disappearances of cases on war- 
rantless surveillance of Americans, e-mails 
and telephone calls and the accompanying 
pervasive data-mining by combined intelli- 
gence agencies of millions of Americans’ per- 
sonal records. 

Steven Aftergood, a secrecy specialist at 
the Federation of American Scientists, told 
me, after the Supreme Court sent Khaled el- 
Masri into the darkness beyond our rule of 
law, that "at first, the terrorists, in their acts of 
destruction on 9/11, and before, never imag- 
ined they could shut down the American legal 
system, and its core, due process." 

But the Supreme Court's refusal to even 
hear el-Masri's plea for justice, in a case 
reported and followed around the world, 
allows the terrorists to make hollow the pres- 
ident's assurance on Sept. 12, 2001, that "we 
will not allow our enemy to restrict our free- 
doms." 

But "state secrets" have also barred 
American citizens from our courts. 

In the case of Japanese-Americans being 
herded into internment camps during World 
War II, Supreme Court Justice Robert Jackson 
later said -- Korematsu v. United States 
(1944) -- that when an overreaching claim of 
executive power becomes validated into 
precedent (by the Supreme Court): 

"The principle then lies about like a loaded 
weapon ready for the hand of any authority 
that can bring forward a plausible claim of an 
urgent need. Every repetition imbeds that 
principle more deeply into our law and think- 
ing and expands it into new purposes." 

In el-Masri v. United States, all nine jus- 
tices silently kept the loaded weapon of "state 
secrets" ready for this -- or the next president 
-- to shoot when he or she asserts "an urgent 
need." 

During all the Republican and Democratic 
presidential debates, have any candidates 
mentioned "state secrets"?

More medpot arguments 


To the Editor: 

Everyone is entitled to their own opin- 
ion about medical marijuana. 

However, they are not entitled to their 
own facts. Unfortunately, the Ukiah 
Journal has repeatedly published opinions, 
rather than facts, regarding California’s 
historic medical marijuana law. 

For example, on August 8 of this year, 
you wrote an editorial and asserted, “While 
Prop. 215, the medical marijuana law, 
allows patients to appoint caregivers to 
grow their marijuana for them, we believe 
the vast majority who voted for Prop. 215 
did not mean for it to allow any local resi- 
dent to start growing enormous quantities 
of marijuana for people in San Francisco.” 

Actually, that is exactly what the voters 
were told would happen if they voted “yes” 
for Prop. 215. In the ballot Argument 
Against Prop. 215, James P. Fox, President, 
California District Attorneys Association 
solemnly warned voters that if Prop. 215 
passed, it would legalize marijuana: 

“This initiative allows unlimited quanti- 
ties of marijuana to be grown anywhere ... 
in backyards or near schoolyards without 
any regulation or restrictions. This is not 
responsible medicine. It is marijuana legal- 
ization.” (Source: 
http://vote96.sos.ca.gov/BP/2 1 5noarg.htm) 

The fact is that when the People of 
California wrote and passed Proposition 
215, the Compassionate Use Act, it was 
intended to fully exempt patients from 
criminal prosecution. The Attorney 
General even said so when he wrote his 
official Title and Summary to Prop. 215 
and told the voters in their 1996 Voter’s 
Handbook: 

“Exempts patients and defined care- 
givers who possess or cultivate marijuana 
for medical treatment recommended by a 
physician from criminal laws which other- 
wise prohibit possession or cultivation of 
marijuana.” (Source: 
http://vote96.sos.ca.gov/BP/215.htm ) 

Nowhere in the official Title and 
Summary, or in the text of the 
Compassionate Use Act, does it say any- 
thing about an affirmative defense, or any 
limits or restrictions. 

So the same California District 
Attorneys who told us Prop. 215 would 
legalize marijuana, now tell us you can’t 
have “too much for personal use,” or your 
exempt status will evaporate as soon as you 
are accused. What good is it being exempt, 
if a mere accusation removes that protec- 
tion and forces patients to spend thousands 
of dollars to defend themselves in court? 
That is not what the the CUA says or pro- 
vides. 

Public officials are also evading their 
legal responsibilities to protect patients and 
uphold the state’s medical marijuana law, 
by falsely claiming that “federal law 
trumps state law.” 


According to the California State 
Constitution, such actions are clearly pro- 
hibited. Under Article 3, Section 3.5 (c) An 
administrative agency, including an admin- 
istrative agency created by the Constitution 
or an initiative statute, has no power: “To 
declare a statute unenforceable, or to refuse 
to enforce a statute on the basis that feder- 
al law or federal regulations prohibit the 
enforcement of such statute unless an 
appellate court has made a determination 
that the enforcement of such statute is pro- 
hibited by federal law or federal regula- 
t i o n s ; gi 
(http://www.leginfo.ca.gov/.const/.arti- 
cle_3) 

Oh yes, one more fact before we return 
to the everyone’s opinions. The California 
Constitution also requires that any changes 
to a voter initiative must be submitted to 
the voters of the state and approved by 
them. Thus, no Board of Supervisors, nor 
Sheriff, nor District Attorney, nor 
Legislature, nor Attorney General, nor 
Governor has the legal right to change the 
state’s medical marijuana law. Sick, dis- 
abled and dying patients throughout 
California are still being raided by SWAT 
teams, arrested, jailed, humiliated, treated 
like criminals, bankrupted, children 
abducted by CPS and made even sicker, 
because of those who are still deliberately 
opposing this law, eleven years after the 
People of California voted to exempt 
patients and caregivers from criminal 
penalties and sanctions. 

It is time to separate opinion from fact 
and uphold the Compassionate Use Act as 
it was written and passed by the People of 
California.

ICE decision could 


hurt at census time 


There is no hotter political issue than immigration 
in America today. And it appears that this nation's top 
immigration officials now can be added to the old say- 
ing that points out the Supreme Court may supposed- 
ly be non-political, but the justices certainly read the 
election returns. 

What other explanation could account for the 
announcement the other day that the government's 
chief immigration enforcement agency, Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement, "won't entertain any 
request to scale back our efforts" during the Census of 
2010. 

To some, that simple statement was a matter of 
course. Why should something as simple as a head 
count stop the enforcement of laws aiming to ferret out 
and deport illegal immigrants? 

For California, or other states with large immigrant 
populations, like Florida, Texas, New Mexico, 
Arizona, Illinois and New York it ignores today's real- 
ities and can lead to rank injustice and unequal treat- 
ment of American citizens. 

Just as the Supreme Court reads election returns 
partly to avoid injustices, ICE should also heed reali- 
ty. Instead, the agency is acting as coldly as its name 
implies toward the states that get the bulk of the cur- 
rent wave of illegal immigration. 

Here's what continued enforcement during the 
Census period would mean to California: far less fed- 
eral money that it is entitled to for everything from 
schools to prisons to roads and sewers and parks and 
medical care for the indigent. And many more cate- 
gories. Plus as many as two fewer seats in Congress 
than it should have. 

Here's why: Money for almost all federally-funded 
projects is doled out on the basis of population. So are 
congressional seats. Population formulas lately are 
even used to divvy up Homeland Security funds. So 
the fewer people get counted by the Census in a given 
state, the less money that state gets from the govern- 
ment for the next 10 years. Less clout, too. Never mind 
how many people actually depend on that state's ser- 
vices, from parks to schools to emergency rooms. 

If ICE continues full-fledged enforcement during 
the Census, it's virtually guaranteed that California 
will be undercounted by at least 1 million persons and 
as many as 3 million. 

That's because there are a minimum of 2.5 million 
illegal immigrants in the state right now, with more 
entering every day. Their offspring born here add to 
the total of the potentially uncounted, even though 
those children are citizens. 

Every 10 years, the Census Bureau advertises heav- 
ily and makes many other efforts to get illegal immi- 
grants to come forward and be counted. In 2000, the 
bureau repeatedly assured illegals that being counted 
would not lead to deportation, and in fact there were 
no mass deportations as a result of the Census. But an 
estimated 1.5 million illegals in this state nevertheless 
stayed hidden from the system and California has been 
paying a heavy price ever since. This is one of the rea- 
sons the state ranks near last in terms of how much it 
gets back in federal spending for every dollar it puts in 
via federal taxes. 

Meanwhile, illegal immigrants who fear the Census 
continue to use California highways and streets, their 
children attend public schools and use city and state 
parks. Illegal immigrant families use emergency 
rooms because they usually lack health insurance and 
when they're convicted of crimes, they usually spend 
time in prison before they are deported. 

Yes, those illegals pay taxes of all kinds: income 
tax, sales tax, gasoline tax, property tax through the 
rents they pay, luxury taxes when they buy jewelry, 
and on and on. By some calculations, they pay more in 
taxes than they use in public services. 

But if they are undercounted, state and local gov- 
ernments here will not get the benefit of all the taxes 
they pay. Much of that money will stay in Washington, 
D.C., or go to other states like West Virginia and 
Maryland, which get back far more in federal spend- 
ing than they pay in taxes. 

Fear is the reason for the perennial undercounts of 
illegal immigrants. As long as they believe they will 
be deported if they come forward, they will stay hid- 
den no matter what assurances the Census may give 
them. If a Census taker appears on their doorstep, they 
will be uncooperative, feeling one federal agent is the 
same as the next. 

Meanwhile, other Californians pay the price. 
Because every dollar that does not come here due to 
the illegal alien undercount will have to be taken from 
state taxpayers, unless state legislators choose to dras- 
tically cut back road construction, park maintenance 
and spending on schools, prisons and Medi-Cal. 

So the ICE decision to keep trying to find illegals 
even as the Census is encouraging them to step for- 
ward will cost California many billions of dollars 
unless it is changed. Are you listening, California con- 
gressional delegation?

Morris finished the night, six of 12 
for 157 yards and 2 TD’s. 

From there it didn’t get any better 
for the Lobos. 

The Wildcat defense came out 
forcing two more three and outs 
while the offense got another TD run 
by Cupples, this one from 23 yards 
out after a 52-yard punt return by 
Marcos Hernandez and a Matt Gang 
interception return on the following 
play.

Relieved Chargers head home to 
play Texans Sunday, as scheduled

TEMPE, Ariz. — Chased from 
their homes and practice fields by 
deadly wildfires, the San Diego 
Chargers headed home Friday night 
and will play the Houston Texans at 
Qualcomm Stadium on Sunday as 
scheduled. 

“That’s the best news I’ve heard 
since this happened,” running back 
LaDainian Tomlinson said. “I never 
thought I’d feel so good just going 
home.” 

The team worked out for a final 
time at the Arizona Cardinals’ facili- 
ty Friday afternoon, then boarded 
buses to the airport for the flight to 
San Diego. 

“It was like a relief,” tight end 
Antonio Gates said, “to be able to go 
home and play in front of our home 
crowd, considering all the trials and 
tribulations that are going on in San 
Diego.” 

The game’s date and time had 
been in doubt because Qualcomm 
was used as a major evacuation cen- 
ter during the wildfires that swept 
San Diego County. The stadium 
closed as an evacuation center at 
noon Friday. 

“Early Friday morning the

Chargers informed me that the NFL 
has decided to play Sunday’s game 
as scheduled at Qualcomm 
Stadium,” San Diego mayor Jerry 
Sanders said in a press release. “The 
City will be able to provide sufficient 
public safety personnel to manage a 
professional football game without 
impeding ongoing wildfire recovery 
efforts.” 

Several players and coach Norv 
Turner said they expect an emotional 
scene Sunday. 

“Just thinking about it I get goose- 
bumps,” Tomlinson said. “I think it’s 
going to be very emotional, and I 
wouldn’t be surprised if there were a 
lot of tears in that stadium.” 

The Chargers, who had a bye last 
week, canceled practice Monday, 
then flew to Phoenix for workouts at 
the Cardinals’ facility Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday. 

“We wanted to come over here 
and get three good days of practice 
and not have where we were playing 


as a distraction,” Turner said. 
“Obviously, we wanted to be at 
home, wanted to be in our stadium in 
front of our fans. It’s worked out for 
us.” 

Quarterback Philip Rivers said 
Turner never mentioned the uncer- 
tainty surrounding the game during 
practices. 

“From a fire and home and town 
perspective, it’s been a rough week 
for so many people in San Diego 
who had it a lot tougher than we 
did,” Rivers said. “From a football 
perspective, it’s been challenging, 
but at the same time it’s been good. 
... With the right guys, you can make 
any place work, any situation be a 
good one.” 

Though several blazes still burned 
Friday across San Diego County, 
thousands of evacuees have been 
trickling back to neighborhoods 
stripped bare.

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BREEDER’S CUP 


Only a mud- 
der could 
love messy 
first Friday

OCEANPORT, N.J. — Trainer Doug 
O’Neill led a wild winner’s celebration 
after Maryfield splashed to victory 
Friday on the first day of the Breeders’ 
Cup, where upsets ruled and a trainer on 
the verge of suspension was in the spot- 
light. 

Far back turning for home, Maryfield 
found an outside path to the finish line 
and won the $1 million Filly & Mare 
Sprint. 

Corinthian raced to a commanding 
upset in the $1 million Dirt Mile, and 
Nownownow edged wagering favorite 
Achill Island by a half-length in the $1 
million Juvenile Turf. 

Rain pelted Monmouth Park through- 
out the day, keeping hundreds of track- 
side seats and stands empty on the first 
Friday in Breeders’ Cup history. The dirt 
surface, sloppy from rain earlier in the 
week, was a quagmire. 

But that wasn’t the only messiness. 

Nownownow was one of seven 
Breeders’ Cup horses that trainer Patrick 
Biancone turned over to assistant 
Francois Parisel as the result of a one- 
year ban for violating medication rules 
in Kentucky. 

Biancone’s suspension begins Nov. 1, 
but in a settlement with Kentucky racing 
officials, he agreed to step aside early 
for the Breeders’ Cup. The Frenchman 
showed up in the barn area Thursday 
and was asked to leave by New Jersey 
racing authorities. 

“Patrick Biancone is a friend of mine 
for 40 years,” said Fabien Ouaki, who 
owns Nownownow. “We’re a family, so 
it’s a family victory. He’s like a ping- 
pong ball, he always rebounds. He will 
come back because he’s a horseman 
from the beginning.” 

Nownownow and Julien Leparoux 
covered one mile in 1:40.48. The 2-year- 
old colt paid $27.20, $8.60 and $6. 

Irish-bred Achill Island returned 
$5.20 and $4.20. Cannonball paid $7.80 
to show.

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Slowed to a crawl, Giants and Dolphins 
pick up new routine in London

LONDON — Not even 
someone as impeccably pre- 
pared as Giants coach Tom 
Coughlin had a strategy to 
help five team buses crawl 
through London’s notoriously 
difficult gridlock. 

He did, however, know that 
very little about this history 
making trip overseas was 
going to be easy. 

“T told the players, you just 
put a smile on your face and 
realize that some things aren’t 
going to run as smoothly as 
you’re used to,” Coughlin said 
Friday after the Giants arrived 
for Sunday’s game against the 
Miami Dolphins, the NFL’s 
first regular-season contest to 
be played outside of North 
America. 

The Dolphins also arrived 
Friday. Players, coaches and 
wives and families from both 
teams boarded caravans of 
buses, then took the tedious 
drives from the airport to their 
respective hotels and then to 
their practice facilities. 

NFL owners recently voted 
32-0 to expand the league’s 
international footprint and 
bring regular-season games to 
London and beyond. 

Asked how the NFL coach- 
es might have voted had they 
been asked — well, Coughlin 
just laughed at that one. 

“At some point in time, 
obviously, the people, the 


higher-ups, the Maras and the 
Tischs, made the decision that 
we could play this game,” he 
said of the Giants owners. “So 
we’ll go with that.” 

Working on little sleep, 
both teams shook off the cob- 
webs and went through light 
practices and meetings with 
no deep thought involved — a 
routine unlike any they’ve 
ever held at their own facili- 
ties. 

“Earlier in the meetings, 
you could see people were 
tired,” Giants defensive end 
Michael Strahan said. “They 
looked beaten up pretty badly. 
But now, everyone’s awake, 
feeling good. Now the test is 
to see if they can go back to 
the hotel and stay awake until 
it’s time to go to bed. That’s 
the key.” 

After receiving all kinds of 
conflicting advice on how to 
handle jet lag and quick turn- 
arounds, both Coughlin and 
Dolphins coach Cam 
Cameron made the choice to 
prepare for four days at home 
— including Tuesday, which 
is normally an off day for 
players — then make the trip 
Thursday night and arrive 
Friday morning. 

“What time is it?” Cameron 
joked before he started his 
interview session. 

Basically, neither team 
built any nap time into 
Friday’s schedule. Cameron 
told his players to get as much 


sleep as they could on the 
plane. Some got luckier than 
others. 

“I got a chance to get 
moved upstairs, so I got like 
seven hours,” said Miami run- 
ning back Jesse Chatman of 
his first-class seat. “I wasn’t 
down there with the guards.” 

Quarterback Cleo Lemon 
was. 

“Me and my wife were sur- 
rounded by like 10 300- and 
350-pound guys,” Lemon 
said. “We were crammed in 
together. We heard a lot of 
jokes, a lot of weird noises.” 

If only he were cozied up to 
them like that on the field. 

The Dolphins (0-7) are 
winless and there is a sense 
that this odyssey might benefit 
them, if only because it breaks 
the numbing monotony that 
losing often promotes. 

“When you’re losing some 
games, it’s nice to get some- 
thing to break up the rhythm a 
bit,” Dolphins kicker Jay 
Feely said. “That could work 
to our advantage. When 
you’re winning, you don’t 
want anything to change, and 
coaches in particular are very 
focused on trying to keep 
everything the same, whether 
it’s the day you go out, the 
time you go out, the food you 
eat on the plane.” 

Which could be a problem 
for the Giants (5-2), who have 
won five in a row and trail 
Dallas by one game in the 


tough NFC East heading to 
the midpoint of the season. 

Given their momentum, 
this seems like no time to take 
a 3,500-mile trip, no time to 
sit in traffic, no time to not 
really know how they’ll feel 
physically when they take the 
field Sunday. 

Not that Coughlin didn’t 
try. 

A coach so thorough he 
once took a handheld video 
camera to the field so he could 
study frame-by-frame break- 
downs of the center-quarter- 
back snap, Coughlin contact- 
ed doctors and fitness experts 
trying to find the quintessen- 
tial answer for how to handle 
jet lag on major trips like this. 

He had no real luck. 

“Things went from one end 
of the spectrum to the other,” 
Coughlin said. “It wasn’t as 
conclusive as I’d have liked it 
to be.” 

So, he went with what he 
knew: Stay relaxed. Get some 
sleep on the flight. Go with 
the flow. Keep smiling. 

Remember, they’re on this 
journey for something bigger 
than just the Giants this week 
— or so they’ve been told. 

“To be honest, those kind 
of questions are beyond me,” 
Coughlin said. “As I’ve said, 
normally, it’s total tunnel 
vision. I’ve expanded that a 
little bit in this particular area. 
But still, we’re here for one 
reason and one reason only,

Freshman tailback tandem leads Boise 
State’s 34-21 win over Fresno State

FRESNO — Jeremy Avery 
led Boise State’s dominant 
running game with a career- 
high 124 yards and three 
touchdowns, and the Broncos 
avenged their only conference 
loss in the last half-decade 
with a 34-21 victory over 
Fresno State on Friday night. 

D.J. Harper had a career- 
best 153 yards and a score for 
the five-time Western Athletic 
Conference champion 
Broncos (7-1, 4-0), whose 
sole loss in their last 44 WAC 
games was a 27-7 defeat in 
Fresno in 2005. 

Boise State, which 
trounced the Bulldogs in 
Idaho last year during its 
undefeated season, controlled 
its latest trip to the Central 
Valley with 282 yards from its 
relentless ground game. With 


Ian Johnson sidelined by a 
bruised kidney, the Broncos’ 
freshman ball-carriers patient- 
ly wore down the young 
Bulldogs. 

Clifton Smith returned a 
punt 65 yards for a score for 
Fresno State (5-3, 4-1), which 
hoped to signal its return to 
the national stage with anoth- 
er win over last season’s BCS 
darlings. Instead, the Bulldogs 
saw just how far they must go 
to rejoin Boise State and 
Hawaii atop the conference. 

After the clubs scored two 
touchdowns apiece in a wild 
first quarter, Boise State’s 
defense buckled down. The 
Broncos shut out Fresno State 
for nearly 47 minutes between 
the Bulldogs’ opening drive 
and Marlon Moore’s acrobatic 
TD catch with 8:13 to play. 

Both teams played without 
their starting __ tailbacks. 


Johnson, the Broncos’ Fiesta 
Bowl star, missed his second 
straight game, while Fresno 
State’s Lonyae Miller has a 
knee injury. Ryan Mathews, 
the Bulldogs’ own promising 
freshman tailback, had 47 of 
his 49 yards on a single first- 
quarter run. 

But Boise State’s backups 
were more than the Bulldogs 
could handle. Harper broke a 
49-yard run on the Broncos’ 
opening drive, and Boise State 
had 200 yards rushing mid- 
way through the second quar- 
ter. 

Tom Brandstater passed for 
263 yards for the Bulldogs, 
while Boise State’s Taylor 
Tharp had 158 yards passing 
in a conservative game plan. 

Neither program has been 
the same since Fresno State’s 
cathartic victory in 2005. 
Boise State has lost only one 


game since then, while Fresno 
State fell back in the WAC 
pack, slipping to its worst sea- 
son in nearly three decades in 
2006 before getting it together 
this fall. 

Fresno State went ahead 
14-7 when Smith returned a 
punt untouched for a score 
midway through the first quar- 
ter, setting off a celebration 
for the Bulldog Stadium 
crowd wearing thousands of 
identical black T-shirts. 

But Boise State calmly 
replied with a lengthy scoring 
drive capped by Harper’s 22- 
yard TD run. 

Avery added 10-yard TD 
run late in the third quarter to 
cap an 85-yard drive, then 
scampered down the Boise 
State sideline for his third 
score early in the fourth.

Four years ago to the week, 
the Chargers had to move a 
home Monday night game on 
short notice to Tempe because 
Qualcomm was sheltering 
evacuees from deadly wild- 
fires and the air was fouled by 
smoke. 

This time, the Chargers 
hope they can provide some 
relief to a city that could use 
some. 

“Sometimes when you 
cheer, you’re able to let some 
steam off, just to yell,” 
Tomlinson said. “So hopefully 
we give them a lot to cheer 
about on Sunday.”

Rocky Mountain high: 


Red Sox arrive in Denver 
with 2-0 World Series lead

DENVER (AP) — Manny 
Ramirez, in a blue sweat shirt 
and white do-rag, was laugh- 
ing and giving teammates a 
thumbs-up. David Ortiz stood 
at first base in gray sweats, a 
red bandanna around his head, 
the sun glistening off an ear- 
ring on his left lobe. 

Out in left field, Julian 
Tavarez was flat on the grass, 
getting his legs stretched out 
in an outfield that’s baseball’s 
equivalent of a prairie. 
Players looked up at the 
Rockpile in center, filled with 
spruce, pine and oak trees, 
some of the foliage turned 
yellow and red by cool 
autumn nights. 

Fenway Park this isn’t. 

The Boston Red Sox are on 
a high, and it’s not just 
because of their 2-0 World 
Series lead. After filtering out 
of Fenway in the dead of 
night, they arrived at their 
hotel at 5 am. Friday and 
eight hours later were at 
Coors Field, checking out the 
dry, thin air of a ballpark as 


unique as the one off 
Kenmore Square. 
As preparation, the Red 


Sox told their players to drink, 
drink, drink — water, that is. 
The message was everywhere. 

“On the plane, all over the 
locker room, trainer’s room: 
Just drink that water, stay 
hydrated,” said rookie Jacoby 
Ellsbury, who will roam cen- 
ter fielder between Ramirez in 
left and J.D. Drew in right. 

With no designated hitter in 
the National League city, the 
Red Sox were in a quandary. 
Ortiz, slowed by a bad knee, 
will move to first base while 
regular first baseman Kevin 
Youkilis is benched and Mike 
Lowell remains at third. Ortiz 
played seven times at first this 
year, all in interleague play. 
He’s not a Hoover. 

“Anything around me, it’s 
going to be (caught). After 
that, I don’t know,” he said. 
“I’ve played first base before 
and it wasn’t that bad. It’s just 
not Gold Glove-caliber.” 

Denver was founded in 
1858 by gold prospectors, but 
these teams are chasing 200 or 
so troy ounces of silver — the 
World Series trophy. And 
while Boston hoped to paint 
the town red, people down- 
town wore Rockies purple as 
they readied for Denver’s 
first-ever World Series game. 

Daisuke Matsuzaka, 
Boston’s $103 million pitcher, 
starts against Josh Fogg, who 
was born in Lynn, Mass., of 
all places, and is the son of a 
Red Sox fan. 

Players weren’t the only 
ones soaking it all up. In a sil- 
ver-colored contraption under 
the stands between home plate 
and first base, next to a huge 
cooler of Coors Light, 142 
dozen baseballs were stored 
behind a padlock in the moist 
air of the ballpark’s humidor, 
introduced in 2002. Since 
then, Coors has been stripped 
of its reputation as baseball’s 
premier launching pad, with 


home runs and scoring drop- 
ping as steeply as a Rocky 
Mountain ski trail. 

“Balls aren’t as hard,” 
Rockies reliever LaTroy 
Hawkins said. “Not like 
bricks. They’re not hitting 
rock. They’re hitting the same 
ball as in those other places.” 

Instead of thinking about 
Rico Petrocelli or even Doug 
Mirabelli this weekend, Red 
Sox fans might be more con- 
cerned with Bernoulli — 
specifically whether Dice-K’s 
curveball will flatten out in 
the thin air under Bernoulli’s 
Principle, which explains why 
airplanes fly. 

“The amount of pressure 
difference created by the spin 
depends directly on the densi- 
ty of the air itself,’ Bennett 
Goldberg, chairman of the 
Boston University College of 
Arts and Sciences physics 
department, was quoted as 
saying on the school’s Web 
site. 

Matt Herges, Hawkins’ 
bullpen mate, said balls down 
the lines won’t curve foul at 
the mile-high ballpark, as they 
do at sea level. But he also 
thinks the path to success is to 
let the issue vanish into thin 
air. 

“T think it’s kind of a head 
game,” he said. “They’re so 
professional, they’re going to 
adjust. I just hope they don’t 
adjust right away.” 

Of course, it’s also a num- 
bers game, and the stats have 
been pretty bleak for the 
Rockies, who have done noth- 
ing to disprove that the NL 
might as well be the Pacific 
Coast League when it faces 
the AL. 

After winning 21 of 22 
entering the Series and sitting 
around for eight days, 
Colorado is hitting .180 
against the Red Sox — 100 
points below its NL-leading 
average during the regular 
season. Rockies batters have 
11 hits and 22 strikeouts, and 
their pitchers have walked 15 
to Boston’s three. 

Willy Taveras and Kaz 
i— Nos. | and 2 in the 
Rockies’ batting order — 
have combined to go 1-for-15. 

And here’s a more daunting 
stat: 27 of 34 previous teams 
to open 2-0 at home have 
gone on to win the Series, 
including 11 straight since the 
1981 New York Yankees 
flopped with four straight 
losses to the Los Angeles 
Dodgers. 

“They took care of home,” 
Hawkins said, “it’s time for us 
to take care of home.” 

Perhaps the Rockies will 
move up shortstop Troy 
Tulowitzki in the batting order 
in hopes of finding a spark. 
Boston wants to squelch that, 
preferring a repeat of 2004, 
when the Red Sox opened 
with two wins at home, then 
finished a sweep in St. Louis 
for their first title in 86 years. 

“If we win, the opponent 
might be like, "Damn, we’re 
done,” Ortiz said. “And if we 
lose, that might give them 
some hope. It is a big game.”

In the Filly & Mare Sprint, 
jockey Elvis Trujillo angled 
Maryfied to the outside, 
where she had a clear run to 
the finish line without mud 
from her nine rivals hitting 
her in the face. 

“Elvis Trujillo gets all the 
credit today,” O’Neill said. “It 
was his first Breeders’ Cup 
race and he handled the pres- 
sure like a seasoned pro.” 

Maryfield rallied from sev- 
enth place and defeated 
Miraculous Miss by a half- 
length, covering six furlongs 
in 1:09.89 and paying $18, $9 
and $6 at 8-1 odds. A year 
ago, she won on the Breeders’ 
Cup undercard at Churchill 
Downs. 

O’Neill claimed the 6- 
year-old mare for $50,000 last 
year on behalf of three co- 
owners who didn’t know each 
other until they were brought 
together by the Southern 
California-based trainer. A 
fourth partner owns 10 per- 
cent. 

One of the men, Nick 
Mestrandrea of Burbank, 
Calif., got interested in horse 
racing when his company did 
on-set catering for the movie 
“Seabiscuit.” 

“We met Doug O’ Neill and 
we claimed Maryfield, and 
God, it’s got to be better than 
working on a movie set 
today,” Mestrandrea said. 

Miraculous Miss returned 
$37.40 and $17.20, while 
Miss Macy Sue was another 1 
1/2 lengths back in third and 
paid $4.60 to show. 

Oprah Winney, the near- 
namesake of talk show host- 
ess Oprah Winfrey, faded to 
eighth. 

O’Neill earned his third 
Breeders’ Cup victory two 
months after enduring a dou- 
ble tragedy. Entertainer Merv 
Griffin, one of his biggest 
clients, died of prostate can- 
cer in August. Two weeks 
later, the groom for Lava 
Man, the star of O’Neill’s 
barn, lost his arm in an acci- 
dent caused by a drunken dri- 
ver. 

The rain intensified as 
O’Neill’s huge group crowd- 
ed the winner’s circle, 
whooping and cheering for 
the mare. 

Todd Pletcher failed to win 
Friday with the first of his 
leading 11 Breeders’ Cup 
entries. The Leopard was sev- 
enth in the Turf. 

Six tractors dragging the 
surface after each race kicked 
up waves and wind whipped 
the infield flags. The dreary 
conditions made it difficult 
for 27,803 fans to spot the 
horses during the races. It got 
so dark that a spotlight was 
turned on the finish line for 
the final race. 

“Save the weather, we 
couldn’t be happier with the 
way things turned out,” said 
Dennis Dowd of the New 
Jersey Sports & Exposition 
Authority. 

Saturday’s forecast was 
expected to be no better, with 
a half-inch of rain predicted 
and highs in the 60s for the 
eight Breeders’ Cup races.

Romero tops season-end- 


ing Charles Schwab Cup 
Championship 


SONOMA (AP) — 
Eduardo Romero took the sec- 
ond-round lead in the 


Champions Tour’s season- 
ending Charles Schwab Cup 
Championship, shooting a 4- 
under 68 on Friday for a one- 
stroke advantage over Denis 
Watson and Jim Thorpe. 

Romero, the Argentine star 
who won the 2006 JELD- 
WEN Tradition for his lone 
title on the 50-and-over tour, 
had a 12-under 132 total on 
the Sonoma Golf Club course. 

“Good concentration, that’s 
the key,” Romero said. “I 
never lost the concentration 
today. Yesterday, I made 64, 
but sometimes it’s hard. Not 
today. Today was easier.” 

Watson shot a 64, and 
Thorpe, the 2003 and 2006 
winner, had a 69. Thorpe 
earned the last spot in the 
field, edging Tom Jenkins by 
$4,079 for 30th place on the 
money list. 

Watson, who earlier this 
year edged Romero by two 
strokes to win the Senior PGA 
Championship in South 
Carolina, had the day’s best 
round. 

Watson began the day five 
shots behind the leaders and 
was four shots back after 
bogeying No. 14. He rebound- 
ed nicely, however, closing 
out the round with four 
straight birdies to close the 
gap on Romero. 

“My deal this year has been 
just give me a chance,” said 
Watson, who missed much of 
2006 after surgery on his right 
shoulder. “Let me get into 
contention, let me see if I’ve 
still got it. I was kind of cruis- 
ing (today).” 

Watson’s only mistake on 
the back nine was on the 215- 
yard, par-3 14th when a fan 
whistled during his back- 
swing. The tee shot landed in 
a bunker beside the green and 
Watson wound up with his 
only bogey of the day. 

“I was mad at myself for 
being affected by the whistle 
thing, because at this stage in 
your life in golf, you should 
be able to hit through any- 
thing,” Watson said. 

Brad Bryant, one of four 
players in contention in the 
Charles Schwab Cup race for 


a $1 million annuity, shot a 67 
to join Tom Purtzer (67) and 
Joe Ozaki (65) at 9 under. 
Mark James (70) was 8 under. 

Jay Haas, 165 points 
behind leader Loren Roberts 
in the Charles Schwab Cup 
standings, was 6 under after a 
70. Roberts was 3 under after 
a 70. Tom Watson, seeking his 
fourth victory in the season- 
ending tournament, was 1 
over after a 71. 

Watson entered the week 
694 points behind Roberts, 
and Bryant was 697 points 
back. The tournament winner 
will receive 880 points. 

If Haas and Roberts hold 
their positions through the 
remainder of the tournament, 
Roberts would win the Cup by 
17 points. 

“I’m putting it bad, hitting 
it bad,” said Roberts, who 
tossed his putter at his bag in 
disgust after missing a short 
birdie putt on No. 18. “I just 
feel like I’m leaving a lot of 
shots out there. We’ll see. 
Obviously, I’m going to have 
to play good the next couple 
of days. I’m running out of 
time.”

Bibby out 6-8 
weeks with 
injured thumb 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — 
Sacramento Kings guard 
Mike Bibby will miss at least 
the first six weeks of the reg- 
ular season after tearing a lig- 
ament in his left thumb. 

Bibby was injured during 
Thursday’s practice, and an 
MRI revealed the tear Friday 
night. The injury could side- 
line the point guard for two 
months or longer, the team 
said. 

Bibby averaged 17.1 points 
and 4.7 assists last season 
while playing in all 82 games 
for the Kings, who missed the 
playoffs for the first time in 
nine seasons.

Filppula, Holmstrom lead Red 
Wings past Sharks 


DETROIT, Mich. (AP) — 
The Detroit Red Wings started 
fast and didn’t let up. 

Valtteri Filppula scored his 
first goal of the season and 
also had an assist, and Tomas 
Holmstrom added a goal and 
an assist in Detroit’s 5-1 victo- 
ry over the San Jose Sharks on 
Friday night.

10 games. 

“I felt I had a couple of 
chances earlier in the year,” he 
said.

Filppula then set up Lilja’s 
goal, which came with 4:29 
left in the opening period.

reaching in the wake of a dis- 
aster. 

He said people need to 
have a supply of water and 
food on hand to last a week. 
Those who require life-saving 
medication should also have 
those things stockpiled. 

“Our role is to get people 
prepared so we can take care 
of the situations we didn’t 
plan for,” he said. 

It will take the communi- 
ty’s help for the containers to 
work, Allman said. People 
who live in the areas where 
they are placed will have to 
take responsibility for the 
containers, making sure they 
are dry and safe and that all of 
the contents are still in work- 


ing order. 

“We’re all in this together,” 
he said. 

In a further effort to help 
communities prepare for dis- 
asters, OES has put out a sur- 
vey asking county residents 
what resources they have and 
would be willing to put to 
public use in case of a disas- 
ter. 

The survey is available at 
http://www.co.mendocino.ca. 
us/ on the left side of the page. 

One way to be better pre- 
pared for a disaster is to join a 
Community Emergency 
Response Team, Woodworth 
said. CERT trainers can teach 
volunteers how to fight small 
fires, stabilize small buildings 
and basic first-aid. 
Woodworth said participation 
in CERT has been waning 
over the past few years. 

“We’ve got the trainers and

the money to train people,” he 
said. 

CERT can also work with 
recognized emergency 
response organizations to help 
in times of disaster. 

“I am encouraging all the 
fire departments to look to the 
CERTs as a support team,” he 
said. 

In addition to earthquakes 
and fires, the county could 
also face a tsunami, or even a 
hazardous waste spill since 
Highway 101 is a major artery 
running through the state. 

Woodworth suggests coun- 
ty residents visit the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency Web site at 
www.fema.gov and read its 
emergency preparation guide- 
lines. 

“We need to be prepared 
for all hazards,” he said.
